LONDON, April 15.— (BUP) — Great Britain, which 
once hanged criminals for stealing a loaf of bread, abolished 
the death penalty for murder today, 

For a five-year experimental period the maximum 
penalty for murder will be life imprisonment, During

The royal commission enquiring into

Sites for Tourist Camps 


Mayor Harry Ainlay is right when he 
insists that sites be provided for tourist 
camps in Edmonton.

No arthritis cure is 
apt to be discovered until the causes are 
known—that means research,” 

Thus is officially recognized the need 
for such bodies as the Arthritis Club of 
Banff, first, to raise money for research 
and alleviative treatment and, secondly, to 


continually remind governments of their

Railway Costs 
And Wages 


Editor, Bulletin.—I have just 
finished reading the account in 
today’s Bulletin of the interview 
with Mr. McNamara the CPR's 
big gun and his statement re 
rail rates and wages. I certainly 
go along with him in the request 
for additional increase in freight 
rates but the way it was publish- 
ed in the paper it would appear 
as though the worker was the 
main factor in the request for 
an increase. 

Nothing could be farther from 
the fact, as the findings of the 
commission revealed last year. I 
have worked for the CNR for 
25 years so can form a fairly 
good opinion myself. 

In 1922 he states a locomotive 
cost $61,000 today they cost $171,- 
000 an increase of 180%. 

In 1922 the tonnage that engine 
would haul out this terminal 
was approximately 3,000 ton 
whether revenue or OCS. His 
1948 engine will haul 4,700 ton 
out of this same terminal. The 
engine is larger, the tonnage is 
greater, the speed is greater, 
so the consignee gets his ship- 
ment sooner but the crew to 
operate is exactly the same. 

The rate for a brakeman in 
1922 was $4.86 per 100 miles. The 
rate today is $6.80 for the same 
100 miles, an increase of slightiy 
more than 40%. “.verything has 
gone up as every ene knows 
from 50% to 100%, so the cost 
mounted to the railway too.

Making a Garden 
Needs Technique 


“Here I go.” I said to my 
wife. “Back to my rack.” 

My wife just laughed, There 
is a special laugh wives have. 
It is like a thousand-word com- 
ment, You know the one, 

I have it coming to me, of 
course, The lawn I'm _ putting 
in behind the garage is not 
merely cause for my wife's 
barbed merriment, but seems to 
be providing the whole neighbor- 
hood with sadistic amusement. 

I like to think they will laugh 
on the other side of their darn 
old faces come summer when I 
am lying casually on one elbow 
on my luxurious greensward. 
But at the rate I am going I'm 
forced to admit it may be the 
summer of ‘49 or maybe even 
‘50, On the basis of my schedule 
so far, Grand Coulee Dam was 
built in less time and with con- 
siderable less trouble, 

“The rack” is the bed spring 
I’m using to sift the good earth, 
The good earth out behind our 
garage lies under an intricate 
webbing of matted roots, long- 
buried bean cans, boulders big 
enough for Indian carvings and 
several long tons of gravel. 

You probably know how this 
thing works, You prop the bed 
spring up against a two-by-four 
aud throw the good earth up 
against the screen, The first 
result is inevitably the complete 
collapse of the spring, the two- 
by-four and you. 

When this is adjusted you 
proceed with the “sifting.” On 
the under side of the spring 
there forms a tiny mound of 
lovely, black, fine-textured earth.

After two months I have eight 
small mounds of earth in which 
the weeds are already taking 
root, | have the gloomy feeling 
that when the whole plot of 
ground has been sifted I will 
probably have to start all over 
again, This may well be a life- 
time job.

Slow Start 


One of the reasons for my 
wife's gentle hilarity is the way 
I approach such chores, Where 
physica) labor is involved I'm 
a man who stands on ceremony. 

Take a Sunday morning like 
yesterday, The first step is to 
get dressed in heavy rubber 
boots, khaki pants and shirt im- 
pressively sweat-stained, Sartori- 
ally I am a man about to search 
for oil, I even manage to affect 
a little of the dialogue of the 
man of the soil. “Well, Maw, 
reckon I'll put in a few licks out 
in the field,” 1 drawl, My wife 
rolls her eyes heaven-ward. 

I then set up my daughter's

In the afternoon the real labor 
begins, Here again I am under 
a psychologica] handicap rooted 
in pure laziness. 

When I was a young boy re- 
quired to take in a load of 
wood I always worked a system. 
I'd cart away the wood so that 
the pile would bed ivided inte 
two islands, then into four, then 
into six and s0 on, This always 
seemed to make the job easier 
and to give me an incentive so 
that I wouldn't run away from 
home, 

It's probably a sure sign of 
immaturity that I still work the 
same way, Instead of starting 
at one point out there behind 
the garage and working methodic- 
ally as the farmer ploughs the 
field, | am doing it in inter- 
locking layers, This calls for 
long interludes of shifting the 
bed spring, planning the next 
move carefully so that the results 
will look more impressive than 
they are, If I were being paid by 
the hour I'd be a rich man.

I suffer, too, from that male 
handicap of being unable to work 
alone. In this, if nothing else, I 
am in character with the rest of 
the men in our block. They are 
forever running in to ask their 
wives to come on out and hold 
something or give their advice or 
just sit around and admire their 
great big toiling men. 

All over our neighborhood on 
a Sunday you can hear the men 
piteously calling for their wives, 
leaning petulantly on their shov-

They were 
making castles with my sifted 
earth and one little girl was 
filling a couple of quart milk 
bottles with it. When she tried 
to shake the earth out it 
wouldn't come. 

This was the moment, of 
course, that my wife chose to 
come out and help. When she 
found me there, happily on my 
haunches and poking the earth 
out of a milk bottle with the 
help of little Maureen, I could 
only produce a sickly smile and 


shrug. I haven't been fooling 
her, anyway, these past two 
months. 


Still another two little mounds 
were added yesterday amd the 
mental vision of that cool and 
immaculate lawn becomes greener 
each Sunday. Just you wait until 
the pile would be divided into 
to lie out there but me. I'm going 
to lie there and laugh at the 
world and never make another 
lawn, ever again.

The. charter establishes a Euro 
pean organization for economic co- 
operation and will be submitted 
today to a meeting of foreign min- 
isters’ deputies. 

The charter was written by the 
18-member working committee 
named by the foreign ministers 
last month. It will be ofifcially 
released for publication after it 
has been approved by the deputies. 
PATTERNED AFTER UN 

A preview of the charter, how- 
ever, discloses that the organiza- 
tion is patterned in many details 
after the United Nations, It will 
comprise an executive committee 


of seven members elected for 
annual terms, a council of min- 
isters representing all participating 
states, and a permarent general | 
secretariat whose head, the secre-| 
tary-general, will be the key ad-| 


ministrative ofifcer 

The secretary-general and two 
chief assistants will be chosen 
directly by the council and be 
responsibie to it for carrying out 
decisions and policies of the 
council and executive committee. 

Agreement on a _ secretary-gen- 
eral, or at least his nationality, was 
reported yesterday to be the last 
main problem facing the delegates
